!• In discuaaing the owall tf/T traffic with AECA.MBISTA 2, he inuedlateJy^ 
broached the iasue of poeloc ^ qneetioxie vhl^ he mibmltted to ue« Inetead of 

C ptlng to juatify the need for noslni^ the qoeatlona^ he besan to attack 
^ havlnr. aide*tracked the ang^ationa uhieh he^-jia the 
aentatlTe efthe BHR^ haa nade In the paat* Thia attach upon \ 

vaa mde notirithataiidliig the fact that the underalgned had omy net AECANBIStA z 
Ibr the flret tine and that thla ^cmaplreiL within the flrat ten nlnntea of the 
oonferaatlon (in Rnaaiant tut inj Jpreaeiiee)* The underalgned attenpted 

to placate AECAMBISTA 2 and preclnde oonttd&atlon of thla ontte^eak by eteting 
that at no tine haa there been any attenpt to ignore any aogeeation made by 
ABCAMBISTA 2« All attempt vaa then nade to detemine the reaaonihg behind the 
qaeatlona* AECAMBIStA 2 vaa nade aware of the fact that aone of the qneatioDa 
were particularly inralld and 'Uiat one had to keep in wind what the anawer would 
be in preparing queetiona to be poa#d« AECAMBISTA 2 vaa unable to give any 
juatifleatlon for wanting to have the queetiona poaad except that "he bad an 
equal rlpiit to eubnlt qoaationa to the boys". He felt that some of the queetlone 
night evoke anavere Which would give him aone baais for the preparation of scripta 
and propaganda which could be trananitted to the Byeloruaaian people via TPUROO« 



After the xmdereigned reiterated the eoq>Ianation previouely given to ArCAHBISTA 
2 that the quoatione aufanitted bf hin could not be po^ indiacrininantly without 
waiting for opportune nonenta and that the queationa could not be iataraperaed 
into any of the neaaagea individually unleae they appeared to confozK to the 
eetabliahed pattern. Ihie appeared i«p aubdue hia anoticmal outtareak but ha none* 
theleea concluded by blaming|^ J for not having given lilv this type of an 
explanation heretofore. ^ 

2. Althoui^ the entire conversation with 2 during this initial 

encounter did not last wore than one«half of an hour, he did not seem to hesitate 
in jumping into accusatlone and recrininatione. novever, uben he vaa confrontad 
with the i^poaal that he make certain conetmetive euggeationa, ha was unabla to 
offer a single concrete idea. Hia entire conversation was plai^ive and dafensively 
critical. Ha inaiated on closer cooperation in the future in all aapecte of our 
collaboration. Jhen queried whether he had aiythlng specific which he felt 
ahottld have been coordinated with, he was again anaUe to aaiae any ooacrate itene. 
The undersigned couljLnot hglp but conclude that aICAKBISTA 2 was wholly unjuetifiod 
in hie attacks uponL- point, when rcaraoed to it *8 logical 

conclusion, was conceded bf^vrCAMBISTA 2. 



3* On the basis of tVte above brief discuesion, the undersigned chided ATCAitPISTA 
2 for hie <^>parently unreasonable dewands and for risking the rupture of our 
relationship by his pettiness and childishness. He diawissed the entire incident, 
wore or lees, with a mental ^iruf of the shoulders. He re*enphaeiaed his desire 
to diecuas with the undersigned the details and possible ranificationa of the 
pattern established in the a/T traffic. 



U. The undersigned next undertook to duscuss the security aspects of our 
relationship with A"C;VBISTA 1. A5CA1TOST> 2 was enlightened with the fact that 




it had cone to our knovlodgo that perBons^ unaathorliod to pos;o88 infonaation 
about operational detaila^ ^[>peared to display considerable f aeiliarity vlth certain 
aspects of the dispatch and actiTities cf Tern 2* When ^e undersigned requested 
AHCAHBZSTi 2 to prepare a list of those indleidoals vlth whom he may haee dlecuseed 

I detalle on the coeposition of « dispatch, and activities of the tean on the Inside, 
Ai:CA>lBISTA 2 stated vlth a natter^ofeonrse attitude "that the entire enigration 
knew the four boys** >Then pressed further he stated that he would attenot to 
prepare ihm requested list of indlTldnala with when ho had discussed item of 
operational detail# Throui^iout this entire security briefing, ATCiCIBISTA 2 expreseed 
an attitude of unconcern and evident disinterest in an atteag>t to alniadse our 
conoems in this regard# 

The- topic discussed i— ediately prior to adjourning was broached by 
AECA^BI.STa 2 b^ appeared to have been thrown out in passl^ only* ne oXIeged 
that one of the Byelonisslsns in l/mvaln, Belgiun, Svgendjr SKTHTSfK ska SMft&OOX# 
received a letter fron an undisclosed source in Poland* This undisclosed s ource 
(naae not given although zequested) had previously received a letter from one im 
ZHBlfZOklSKA, sister of SHARTSEK<£ wife, living near Novgrudok, BSSR* FBU 2HSI£ZGUSriU, 
according to AEGAMBISTA 2*s supposition, had been contacted by his fathex^ij»*l«r 
(CAVA.H)R 1) who had requested that Z3KUEZ0V5KA write to the '.rest via the esta bl ished 
channels and Inpiire concerning the whereabouts of his dau^ter (alChMSISTA 2*s wife). 
The original letter written by ZU2I£Z0WT.?CA had not been sent to but rather 

another written the undisclosed source# Within the letter received there were 
only two or so questions about Arc<>*tBXSTA 2*s wife# When queried as to the date 
that the letter had been received in Belgium, A^CATiBim 2 stated that it was during 

the latter psrt of Decenber 19$3* After soma hesitation he added that it waa 

received on 31 December# When queried fuzlher as to the date that it had been 
posted in Poland, he a{^ared to be evading the issue by stating that he would not 
be able to know when 2H3:i£ZCXfk'^*8 letter bad been posted# preseed thrther and 

asked specifically, he stated that the letter reeeivod by was posted 

**approadnately a week* before it*s receipt# After some further hesitadlon, he 
stated that it was the 25th but changed that to the 23rd# AFCAMBE^TA 2 ms asked 
if he could produce the letter for our sexanination (as it was of interest to us 
in view of the fact that n{El£ZO>*SKA was located in an operational area of interest 
to us) but he Iwnedlately replied that he could not "because what would 5KAHTSKK 
think if I asked to keep It for a ;dille"# The entire subject was not pressed further 
inasmuch as tiie entire narration appeared soiMwhat Inconpo^enelUle# Particularly 
difficult to understand is the twxddxm about his inability to produce the letter# 
SMARTf^K has bem a subordinate of ATC*r*BI5TA 2 in the enigration, owes an 
obligation of sorts to A’ CA!^XStA 2 because of his status as studmt with the 
Byelomssian group, and had also been onployed by aEC >!BISTA 2 as an assistant in 
conducting rhe census in Bslglum# AEGAHBISTA 2, although querying the caee officers 
as to the desirable course of action re this letter, stated that be had decided 
to send in a photogr^^ of his children} this photogri^, alres4y taken for this 
purpose, will be enclosed in SI^iTSEK^s next letter to the undlscloeed source for 
transmittal to ^ ^ 

The entire incident about the receipt of this letter may bear a further check, 
CS-wise, in view of the fact that CAVADOR 1 has been contacted several times by 
AECAKFOSaNID 6 who was able to relate to CAVADOR 1 re his daughter's idiereabouts 
and personal safety# If the letter were actually received and if AECAMBISTA 2 did 
not concoct the entire incident (which is not to be excluded In view of his hesitancy 
and apparent mamifacturlng of details during the course of the conversation), it 
is difficult to understaikd why CAVA!jOR 1 would be attempting to make queries of 
his daughter's s-ir^tr in-: whereabouts. If Te^*iTi 2 Iz uncontrolled,
